Farmers Will Elect 


AAA Committeemen 
On November 2/ 


On Friday, November 27, 
at 10 A. M., (Central War 
Time) farmers of Coffee 
will assemble in their res- 
pective beats for the purpose 
of electing committeemen to 
represent them in the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  pro- 
grams for the coming year. 
Hugh D. Sexton Secty., of 
the County A. C. A., has 
written a letter to farmers 
of the county in regard to 
the election, In part the 
letter says: 

“Because of the conditions 
we face as a result of our 
entry into the war, these 
local community representa- 
lives have more important 
duties and_ responsibilities 
than ever before and it is 
most important that you 
and your neighbors attend 
this election meeeting and 
elect the farmers you feel 
are best qualified for this 
important task. 

“In addition to the well- 
known duties of community 
committeemen, such as, as- 
sisting the county committee 
in determining acreage al- 
lotments and normal yields 
and assisting farmers in 
making farm plans, this 
year, due to the changes in 
normal operations under war 
conditions, community com- 
mitteemen will take on ad- 
ded duties. These duties 
will include informing far- 
mers of the requirements of 
the Agricultural Adjustment 
programs, conducting com- 
munity meetings to seé that 
farmers properly and fully 
understand such require- 
ments, and assisting with 
performance work, especial- 
ly in areas where the short- 
age of tires is acute. 

“In addition to these duties 
the assistance to farmers in 
reaching their war goals will 
be the highly important duty 
of your community commit- 
teeman. This is most impor. 
tant since war. conditions 
have made it necessary that 
we increase the production 
of foods and fiber to feed 
our fighting forces and those 
of our allies.”

New Farm Machinery 
Frozen On Nov. 1 


Under Temporary Ration- 
ing Order B, effective Nov- 
ember 1, 1942, virtually all 
new farm machinery was 
frozen. This order will re- 
main in effect until State and 
County quotas are estab- 
lished as a basis for a per- 
manent rationing program. 

In general this order pro- 
vides that new farm mach- 
inery such as planters, plows 
tractors, water systems and 
fencing materials may not be 
sold by dealers, distributors, 
or manufacturers and that 
no one may purchase such 
machinery from them 

The machinery quotas for 
Coffee County for the re- 
mainder of 1942 and for 
1943 will no doubt be an- 
nounced very soon, After 
quotas are announced the 
Coffee County Farm Mach- 
inery Rationing Committee 
will be in position to advise 
farmers relative to the pur- 
chase of new equipment. 
This committee is composed 
of the following members: 
M. F. McCollough, Elba, 
Chmn.; J. N. Wallace, New 
Brockton; and W. A. Ed- 
wards, Enterprise.

In many places women are 
learning to do work that in 
the past has been done by 
men, and as more of our 
men are called to the armed 
forces there will ge a great- 
er need for those who are 
left at home to be able to 
take care of the things that 
they now have so they will 
last for the duration. With 
this in mind the government 
has made it possible for 
classes to be taught at night 
so that people who are work 
ing may go to school and 
learn to do some of these 
things that they have been 
depending upon some one 
else to do in the past. For 
the past four weeks some 
twenty-five of these courses 
have been running in the ru- 
ral area of Coffee County for 
men and women to _ learn 
more about production of 
food to meet the needs for 
another year. Some 500 
farm ‘families have been at- 
tending these classes two 
nights each week so. that 
they may be able to help 
with the war goals for an- 
other year. 

On December 1st plans 
have been made to open new 
classes in the county, one of 
these classes is to bein “El- 
ementary Electricity.”’ This 
class will be taught in Elba 
for the purpose of helping 
you to be able to take care 
of the things that you now 
have that it will be impossi- 
ble for you to get new until 
after the war. Not only is 
it impossible for you to pur- 
chase new things but in a 
short time it will be impos- 
sible for you to get things 
that you will need to repair 
what you now have, or it 
may reach the stage where 
you will have to do your own 
repair work. 

There are many jobs in 
and around the house that a 
man or woman could do 
after a little training. 
course in Elementary Elec- 
tricity will deal with the re- 
pair of common appliances 
found in the average home, 
such as lamp sockets, fuses, 
irons, percolators, waffle 
irons, toasters, floor lamps, 
extension cords, base plugs, 
light switches, and the care 
and use of electric stoves and 
refrigerators. 

This course is open to all 
men and women in the Elba 
area who have reached the 
age of seventeen and are not 
in school. 
course that is being opened 
to ladies in this area and it 
is hoped that they will find 
time to come out and take 
part as we feel that most of 
this work will have to be 
ladies in the future. 

You may have around 
your home something that 
could be used in the class. 
This may be something that 
needs repair or that you 


have already discarded, that!the younger set 


with a little work could be 
put back in good condition. 
Please bring these things in 
with you or give them to 
some one who will be in the 
class.

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Eight Point Guide For 
Motorists Who Want 
Gas Ration Book 


With registration for basic 
gasoline rations being held 
this week, — Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday— the 
Office of War Information 
Saturday issued the follow- 
ing eight point guide for 
Alabama motorists: 

1. Sell all tires in excess 
of five per car to the gov 
ernment before you register 
for gasoline. If you have 
more than five tires for 
your car you will be denied 
a gasoline book. 

2. Obtain a basie gaso- 
line application form before 
you register. These forms 
are available at most filling 
stations and tire dealers. 

3. Fill out the application 
form before registering. 
Among other things, the 
form calls for the serial num 
bers of your five tires and 
the license number of your 
car. List the number of 
your 1942 Alabama metal 
plate. 

4. Take the completed ap 
plication— and the receipt 
for your 1944 Alabama li- 
cense sticker—to the school 
house nearest your home on 
one of the registration days. 
The school houses in most 
instances, will be open from 
8:30 a. m. to 5:30 p. m. on 
registration days. If your 
application is in order, you 
will be given a_ basie ‘A”’ 
gasoline book, good for 240 
miles of driving a month. 

5. If you think you will 
require more than 240 miles 
of driving a month, ask the 
school house registrar, who 
will be a teacher or volun 
teer worker, for a supple 
mental ration application. 

6. Do not execute the sup 
plemental application at the 
school house. Fill it out in 
your leisure and mail or de- 
liver it in person to your 
War Price and Rationing 
Board. 

7. Take good care of the 
tire inspection record the 
registrar gives you. You 
will need it every time your 
tires have to be inspected. 

8. Drive carefully, never 
over 35, and take good care 
of your present tires. If you 
do, you’ll stand a_ good 
chance of getting recaps or 
replacements when you need 
them.

How is the weather down there? 
I’m surrounded here with a picture 
of “old man winter" and a feeling 
of relief I just gotta publish, and 
now that I'm in the mood—com- 
fortable in a private home with 
friends, listening to comboy prog- 
rams on the radio, a skillet of veal 
Steak frying, a motherly old lady 
busy, Mary and her girl friend 
discussing their problems of work- 
ing in a war plant in Salt Lake 
City, the neighbors kiddies out 
front spattering Windows, doors 
and housetops with snow balls, In 
just about three hours I go to 
work in an industry very vital for 
Prosecution of war mining copper 
and a place where I worked 18 
years ago, I spent approximately 
2% years in this camp, and now 
find two families of friends here 
yet. Their friendship is still good 
and highly appreciated, 

The snow covered peaks are nice 
to look at, old friends good to talk 
to, the kiddies I once bought candy 
for grown up, good looking, some 
in the Army, some in war plants, 
Some quarreling with their own 
babies—well what more could I 
expect in that space of time. 

Perhaps you know better than I 
do why I’m here, Just finished 3 
months in the Army and certainly 
didn’t find but little time to read 
news. In many instances all a 
person knows: is what he reads in 
the papers. With a soldier it is 
very different, all he knows (usu- 
ally) is what he has been told, I 


was told to hunt a hole in the

and produce metal for younger 


men to fight with, I understand 
Some will be sent back to farms 
to raise livestock and other food 
products.

Last week we saw the things 
which mar the life of the family, now 
we turn to those things which give 
Strength to the home and to daily 
life. This is a lesson much needed 
just now when so much of our nor- 
mal home life is thrown out of joint, 

We begin at the right place when 
we sny that there must be a 

I, Recognition of God in the Home 
(Exod, 2:1-4; Josh, 24:14, 15), 

Failure at this point is without 
question the great mistake of our 
day. Christianity touches every 
phase of life, but nowhere is its 
blessed influence of greater impor- 
tance than in the home, 

Our lesson suggests that this is 
to be done in two ways in our homes. 

1. By Faith in God (Exod, 2:1-4), 
The story of the birth of the babe 
who was to be Moses, possibly the 
greatest civic, social and religious 
leader of all time, reminds us that 
the Jewish people, who had found 
favor in the eyes of the Pharaohs 
in Joseph's time, were now being 
persecuted, A decree had gone out 
that all boys were to be destroyed 
at birth, 

Here were two parents faced with 
the awful fact that their baby boy 
was condemned to death. Did they 
weep in fear and despair? No, they 
trusted God and sent the little one 
forth on a venture of faith, the 
charming story of which follows the 
verses of our lesson. God honored 
their faith by using their enemies 
to serve them. 

2. Service for God (Josh, 24:14, 
15). Joshua, who followed Moses 
as the God-appointed leader of Is- 
rael, was giving his last admonition 
to his people. He knew how they 
had repeatedly turned fromm God in 
unbelief and sin; yes, that even now 
some were worshiping false gods. 

He pleads with them to turn to the 
one true God, but notice that his 
plea is made effective by the fact 
that he and his house were serving 
the Lord. Every man who has a 
position of leadership in this world 
is responsible for the use of that 
place of power, as a testimony for 
God. Now and then we hear of a 
high public official in our own land 
who loves and serves Christ in sin- 
cerity, and our hearts rejoice, The 
faith of a whole nation may thus 
be strengthened. 

Every one of us has a sphere of 
influence, and our family life counts 
for or against God in our own com- 
munity and among our own friends, 

The members of a family that 
recognize God have a high 

Il. Regard for One Another in the 
Home (Eph, 5:28-31; 6:1-4). 

It is pure hypocrisy for the family 
to parade an outward show of re- 
ligion. which does not effectively 
touch the relationships within the 
home, Incidentally, it is the kind 
of hypocrisy which is strikingly in- 
effective—men see through it too 
easily. 

What then does Christianity do for 
the home itself? It determines, di- 
rects, sweetens—yes, glorifies the 
relation between 

1, Husband and Wife (Eph. 5: 
28-31). This passage puts marriage 
on the highest plane, comparing it 
to the relationship between Christ 
and the church, Thus marriage is 
the joining of man and wife in a 
sacred union which calls forth love 
in its highest and noblest sense, 

This means that the husband 
cherishes his wife as his own body, 
against which no man would do any 
harm, and for which he makes every 
possible provision for its comfort, 
health, usefulness and ‘attractive- 
ness. Such love between parents 
will lead the entire home life along 
in a serene, happy and wholesome 
way. It will not only double the l= 
joy, but will give strength in the 
hour of sorrow, dividing the griefs 
and burdens of life.

2, Parents and Children (Eph, 6; 
14). The first, and one might al- 
most say the only, law of childhood 
is obedience. It is God's way to 
joy and a satisfying life experience 
for the child in the Christian home. 
The command to obey carries with 
it the understanding that the parents 
are “‘in the Lord.’’ What father or 
mother is competent to direct a child 
apart from faith in Christ? 

Notice too, that the parent has an 
obligation to deal intelligently and 
kindly with the child. We need a 
great deal of improvement, and per- 


haps instruction, at that point. Au- 
thority asking obedience is neces- 
sary, but it can be wise and kind. 
Above all, there is to be a divine 
nurture, a guiding of the tender 
child life in the ways of God. Here 
is life’s greatest opportunity and its 
mightiest challenge. How surpris- 
ing that fathers (and mothers) who 
are looking for the greatest measure 
of usefulness to their generation fail 
to see it in the privilege they have 
to rear intelligent, godly children.

One of the best demon- 
strations shown of  equip- 
ment which might be used 
at home to make caring for 
the sick easier on the at- 
tendant, was the use of fou 
large blocks to raise the bed 
to a height of about 35 in- 
ches.

Special Legislature 
Adjourns After Giving 
Money To Schools 


Montgomery, Nov, 21— 
Alabama ‘public — schools 
were assured an eight-month 
term Friday as a precedent- 
setting special session Leg- 
islature adjourned just five 
days after it was convened. 

Extension of the State 
public school term from 
seven to eight months and 
five other emergency bills 
were authorized by the spe- 
cial session which convened 
Monday morning, 

Both houses adjourned 
at about 1 p. m. although 
formal business was com- 
pleted at noon, Gov. Dixon 
studied the bills in the in- 
terim and offered no execu- 
tive amendments. 

Gov.-elect Sparks, who 
takes office in January, and 
for whom Dixon called the 
special session, congratulat- 
ed the Legislature on its 
efficiency and left on a deer 
hunt. The emergency bills 
and their sponsors in the 
Senate and House follow: 

(1) By Senator Simpson 
and Representative Norman 
—To appropriate not in ex- 
cess of $2,000,000 of funds 
now frozen in the special 
education trust fund, to the 
minimum program fund for 
extension of school terms to 
eight from seven months. 

(2) By Senator St. John 
(Cullman) and Representa- 
tive Beebe—To protect jobs 
of State officials and em- 
ployes not covered by merit 
system provisions who enter 
military service, and to pro- 
vide temporary appoint- 
ments by the usual appoint- 
ing authority. 

(3) By Senator Shaver 
and Representative Smyer— 
Similar bills for counties. 

44) By Senator Stakely 
and Representative Rains— 
Similar bills for cities. 

(5) By Senator Andrews 
and Representative Stone— 
To appropriate $150,000 for 


expenses of the special 
session. 

(6) By Senator Walton 
and Representative Harris 


—To amend the State code 
to conform with the Federal 
“lame duck’? amendment 
providing for the U. S. Sen- 
ator’s term to begin in Jan- 
uary instead of March, as 
under an old State law.

1. Persons who have been 
out of the country must reg- 
ister within a month after 
their entry, whether they 
lived here before or not. 

2. Persons serving in the 
armed forces must register 
within a month after they 
no longer eat in organized 
messes, 

8. Persons who are con- 
fined to hospitals or other 
such institutions from the 
date of this amendment until 
December 15, must register 
within one month after they 
are discharged from the in- 
stitution. 

4, Babies born after Dec. 
15 must be registered with- 
in a month after birth. 

Consumers who have not 
yet received a War Ration 
Book One because of excess 
sugar supplies, may apply 
either to the Board which 
serves the area in which 
they now reside or the Board 
with which they originally 
registered. War Ration Book 
One will be used for secur- 
ing Coffee as well as Sugar 
rations. It will also be used 
in securing War Ration 
Book No. 2, when and if the 
demand arises for a number 
two book to be issued, and 
may be used for other ration 
purposes, 

It is therefore essential 
that every individual have a 
No. 1 War Ration Book, re- 
gardless of whether or not 
he buys sugar or coffee. 

Nobody will be able to 
obtain a War Ration Book 
No. 2, unless he or she has 
first secured a No. 1 Book.
